DEAF HANDICAPS STUDIED IN 
PARLEY 


TKACHKRS AND SCIENTISTS CONFER 


Methods of overcoming the handicap of | 
deafness through educat on were discussed i 
this morning by the National Conference 
on the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, called by j 
the National Research Council. 

The conference, composed of psychologists, 
physic ans, educators and physicists, is meet¬ 
ing at the National Academy of Science 
Building. 

Substitution of touch for sound in com¬ 
municating with the deaf, which has been 
the subject of intensive experiment by Dr. 
Robert H. Gault, of Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity at.Gallaudet College here and elsewhere, 
is a very remote possibility, Dr Gault told 
the conference yesterday. Dr. Gault's me¬ 
thod was to convey the speech vibrations 
against the palms of the deaf students with 
a modified telephonic device.

He insisted, however, that this method 
prom'ses to prove a valuable adjunct to 
lip-reading, the subject both seeing and feel¬ 
ing the speech which he cannot hear. Part 
of the advantage, he said, probably lies in 
the ab lity to detect accents of words better 
by feeling than sight. Some blind and deaf 
persons, he said, are able to understand 
speech by putting their hands on the head 
of the speaker If the application of sound 
v brations could be made directly against 
the ear, he said, the results might be much 
better, but he has never been able to do 
this without causing pain. 

Dr. Harvey Flctscher of the Bell Tele¬ 
phone laboratories said that experiments have 
shown the thresholds of hearing and pain 
due to vibrations against the meatus of the 
car are very close together, whereas the 
thresholds of touch and pain on the fingers 
are very far apart. 

Dr. Max Goldstein, president of the Ameri¬ 
can Otological Association, said that twenty 
per cent of deaf ch Idrcn have some slight 
hearing, and urged that more be done to 
develop this with the natural voice rather 
than use instruments which might destroy 
it altogether. 

MAY PROVE ASSET 

Dr. Gordon Berry, of Worcester, Mass., 
sad that for some jobs deafness actually 
proves an asset, because the deaf person 
has trained his powers of observation far 
more than the normal individual. 

The deaf get along better than those 
who hear, when the r status is considered 
n proportion to the rest of the population, 
'aid Dr. E. A. Gruvcr, director of the 
Pennsylvania Institute for the Deaf. "We 
have been surprised again and again.” he 
-aid, "at children who go out from school 
apparently feeble minded who come back 
in their own automobiles. They take better 
care of their ch Idren and their families." 

Prof. Donald Patterson, of the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota, urged that a special study 
be made of a colony of S00 deaf persons 
employed by a tire company in Akron, O. 
The-e have become very pros|>erous. A 
tudy of the way they have adjusted them- 
elves to their jobs, hr sad, should yield 
information which could be applied else¬ 
where. 

Properly trained deaf children. Dr. Gold- 
-trin said, are able to hold their own in 
colleges without any special consideration. 
One totally deaf boy, he said, now is a 
enior at Harvard w th high scholastic 
tandipg, and a girl in a similar predica¬ 
ment was able to major in a fore gn 
language in another college. 

The problem of dealing with the child 
who is slightly hart! of hearing is even 
more difficult than that of training the 
totally deaf child, the conference was told. 
The public schools make It tie provision for 
these children, who naturally are at a great 
disadvantage compared with the r classmates. 

PROC.R A M DECIDED ON 

The conference decided on a program 
involving the general establishment of classes 
in lip-reading for the more seriously affected 
children, special classes for the hard-of-hear- 
ng children, determination of the type of 
teachers needed for such children, use of 
mechanical aids in instruction, and the treat¬ 
ment of slightly deaf children who rema n 
in the regular classes. The committee will 
stress to teachers the importance of watch¬ 
ing the emotional and soc al adjustment of 
such children Knowledge of lip-reading, it 
was pointed out, may keep the slightly deaf 
ch id psychologically normal where other 
wise it would degenerate. 

It is also proposed to devise a set of 
intelligence and achievement tests particular¬ 
ly for deaf children for whom the standard 
tests are not suitable. Several tests for the 
deaf already have been devised, but their 
use and interpretation has not been stand¬ 
ardised. It is proposed to work out specially 
scaled tests for reading, ar thmetic, spelling, 
English, history, geography, handwriting, 
health knowledge and industrial arts, which 
will range from the primary through the 
high school grades. 

It is also proposed to work out a test 
for finger spelling, for proficiency in lip- 
reading, and a method of measuring the in¬ 
telligibility of the speech of a deaf child 
in conversation with persons who are not 
familiar with him.

Canton, O., Feb. t.— (ins).— Twenty 
Canton school children today are a bit be¬ 
wildered. 

For the first time in their lives they 
heard the sound of a human voice, late 
yesterday 

When the’r teachers placed »n ordinary 
head telephone receiver qver their heads 
yesterday al the Henry Martin school, pupils 
in the department for the deaf were amazed. 
A moment later when a human voice sound 
ed in their ears they abandoned all pre¬ 
tense of school room d scipline and pranced 
about wildly. 

It was the first schoolroom test ever 
made of the "radio ear” invented by E. A. 
Myers, of Pittsburgh. It is claimrd that 
persons deaf from birth arc enabled to hear 
by the Myers invention. 

The apparatus was presented to the school 
here by a Canton man who refused to allow 
bis name to be made public. Within hall 
an hour after the first word had been 
spoken Into the transmitting apparatus, from 
the teacher’s desk, the ch ldren were ahlt to 
speak simple words, the first intelligible 
sounds they had ever uttered. They could 
also hear themselves speaking. 

It is ixiinted out lhal many deaf persons 
lose the power to s|>cak, presumably Ijecause 
they cannot hear themselves. 

The human voice, it is explained, Is trans¬ 
mitted through a microphone by wires lo 
the receiver wh ch, in turn sets up a vibration 
in the auditory nerve, which is carried to the 
brain. 

School authorities believe yesterday's 
demons! rat'on may be the forerunner of a 
system which will revolutionize teaching of 
the deaf and dumb. They believe Ihe "radio 
ear" will eventually teach students lo speak 
intelligently and that It may also enable 
many to hear without the aid of apparatus, 
through development of the auditory nerves.

Ten Guides For Driving Safely 

In order to present to every Hupp 
owner and driver, a concrete pro¬ 
gram of safe driving, Hupmobile 
asked Philip D. Hoyt, First De¬ 
puty Police Commissioner of New 
York, one of the traffic authorities 
of the country, to draft a set of 
driving rules, based upon an an¬ 
alysis of existing conditions, and 
particularly on a study of the causes 
of accidents during his experience in 
the Police Pepartment, 

Commissioner Hoyt has devised 
ten rules, and these are being pm 
before every present Hupp owner 
and driver with the request that 
he study them and agree to abide 
by them. 

Besides insuring safety, the rales 
he had drafted for Hupmobile, ac¬ 
cording to Commissioner Hoyt, 
will contribute materially to the ex¬ 
pedition of traffic. The rules follow: 

1. Brakes, steering gear and 
lights should be shown by frequent 
tests to be in good working order. 

2. Comply with all speed regula¬ 
tions, so that a stop may be made 
when the unexpected happens. 

3 . Respect the right of other 
drivers and pedestrians. 

4. Make proper signals before 
stopping, starting and turning, so 
that other drivers may know your 
intentions and avoid collisions and 
traffic tie-ups. 

5. Drive at a safe distance from 
children whenever they are in sight 
on the highways or adjoining side¬ 
walks. 

6 . Keep to the right so as to per¬ 
mit full use of the roadway for over¬ 
taking cars and a clear road for cars 
approaching from opposite direction. 

7 . Give scrupulous obedience to 
all traffic control signals, particu¬ 
larly when no police officer is in 
sight. 

8 . Appreciate the parking privi¬ 
lege whereve* - extended, and avoid 
its abuse. 

9 . Use more than reasonable care 
at all crossings, whether highway 
or railroad. 

10. Be familiar with traffic rules 
and comply with the so-called 
“minor” as well as the more impor¬ 
tant regulations.
